2. Claims 17-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant application is allowable over other art because the instant application teach 
an electrode that comprises a plurality of cavities formed in a conducting substrate, 
which each containing a conducting microdisk. The key point is that the cavities formed 
in the conducting substrate have a bottom in the conducting substrate and not on a 
support layer located under the conducting substrate as taught in Urban et al. (WO 
99/12314).
